All bona-fido residents of the city of Portsmouth or wards of 


the same who are between the ages of C and 21 years may attend 
the pliblio schools free. Non residents may attend upon payment 
of the tuition prescribed by the Board of Education. Children who 
will be six years old before January 1. 1914 may enter' at' any time , 
within the first two weeks of the September month. Those
